Crotalaria In 
Feed Crains 


by O. D. Johnston, Office Mer. 
Comanche County ASC 
The following information roe 
cerning finding« with regard to 
feed mixtures containing crotal- 
aria seed was received at this 
office recently : 
"Crotalaria seed in mixed feed 
have been found poisonous to 
livestock and poultry. The Food 
and Drug Administration has run 
some tests and found that as lit­ 
tle as two grains of crotalaria 
per pound of feed produces some 
toxicity. The Department’s grain! 
grading service found crotalaria 
seed in about 10 percent of sam­ 
ples of soybeans, and in about 3 
percent of the samples of corn 
in a preliminary survey of in­ 
spected receipts from southeast­ 
ern States in early I960 These j 
seeds seem to be a problem in 
corn only when it is harvested 
with 
a 
picker-sheller. 
Mostly 
these seed in grain come from 
volunteer plants. Some commer­ 
cial feed mixers have issued not­ 
ices that they will not buy corn, 
soybeans or grain sorghum in 
which there are any crotalaria 
seed.”
